SUMMARY 

2 ICRC (PROTECT THROUGHOUT) TOLD US ON 5/16 THAT THE 
MASSACRES IN RWANDA DEFINITELY CONTINUE, WITH FRESH 
BODIES FOUND EVERY DAY. FOLLOWING THE KILLING OF 26 
RWANDAN S AT THE KAPGAYE COMPOUND NEAR GITARAMA, ANOTHER 
KILLING OF AT LEAST 7 RWANDANS — INCLUDING THE HEAD OF 
THE SCHOOL — TOOK PLACE ON 5/11. THE RWANDAN DIRECTOR 
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OF CABINET COL. BAGOSORA , TOLD ICRC'S DELEGATE THAT 

THEY MISSED KILLING ALL TUTSIS IN 1959, BUT WON'T MISS UNCLASSIFIED 
NOW. 

3 IN A BRIEFING TO DONOR GOVERNMENTS, UN/DHA ALSO 
REPORTED THAT, BASED ON SNAPSHOTS OF INFORMATION 
AVAILABLE, MASSACRES IN RWANDA CONTINUE (GROUPS OF 20 - 
30 BODIES CONTINUE TO BE DISCOVERED) BUT THEY ARE NOT AT 
THE SAME LEVEL AS EARLIER. DHA'S LANCE CLARK ALSO 
DESCRIBED THE RISKS INHERENT IN EVACUATING LARGE GROUPS, 
WHICH THEN ARE ENDANGERED BECAUSE THEIR STATUS IS 
READILY IDENTIFIED AS THEY TRY TO MOVE EN MASSE . HE 
SUGGESTED THAT THE BEST APPROACH FOR AN EXPANDED UNAMIR 
COULD BE TO EXPAND MARKEDLY THE PROTECTED AREAS. 

4 CLARK DESCRIBED INSTITUTIONAL IMPROVEMENTS AT DHA AS 
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PART OF ITS PRO-ACTIVE APPROACH IN COORDINATING THE 
INTER- AGENCY EFFORT IN RWANDA. HE EMPHASIZED, HOWEVER, 
THAT A MAJOR PROBLEM REGARDING RWANDA IN COMING WEEKS IS 
LIKELY TO BE FUNDING. AGENCIES ALREADY HAVE DRAWN FROM 
AVAILABLE EMERGENCY FUNDS AND — ONCE THE SECURITY 
SITUATION PERMITS DELIVERY OF HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE 
THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY — COSTS WILL GO WAY UP. 

5 UNHCR SAID THERE HAS BEEN INCREASED INFLUX OF 
RWANDANS INTO TANZANIA AND RUMORS OF MANY MORE ON THE 
WAY THEY REQUESTED USG ASSISTANCE IN PROVIDING 
SATELLITE PHOTO COVERAGE OF POPULATION MOVEMENTS IN 
RWANDA AND NORTHWESTERN TANZANIA. END SUMMARY.

6 DANIEL AUGSTBURGER, ICRC'S RWANDA/BURUNDI DESK 
OFFICER TOLD MISSIONOFF ON 5/16 THAT THE MASSACRES IN 
RWANDA DEFINITELY CONTINUE, WITH FRESH BODIES FOUND 
EVERY DAY. AUGSTBURGER SAID ICRC DOES NOT USE THE TERM 
"GENOCIDE" FOR SECURITY REASONS, BUT HE SPOKE 
APPROVINGLY OF FRENCH SPECIAL ENVOY BERNARD KOUCHNER' S 
USE OF THE WORD DURING HIS CURRENT VISIT. HE SAID THAT 
THE RWANDAN DIRECTOR OF CABINET, COL. BAGOSORA, TOLD 
ICRC S DELEGATE SEVERAL DAYS AGO THAT THEY MISSED 
KILLING ALL TUTSIS IN 1959 — BUT WON'T MISS NOW. 

7 AUGSTBURGER REPORTED THAT, FOLLOWING THE KILLING OF 
26 RWANDANS AT THE KAPGAYE COMPOUND NEAR GITARAMA ABOUT 
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10 DAYS AGO, ANOTHER KILLING OF AT LEAST 7 RWANDANS 
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(INCLUDING THE HEAD OF THE SCHOOL) TOOK PLACE ON 5/11. 
HE SAID 2,000 RWANDANS REMAIN IN THE CYANGUGU STADIUM, 
THE OTHERS HAVING TRANSFERRED TO A FORMER BURUNDI 
REFUGEE CAMP. 

8 AUGSTBURGER REFLECTED ICRC'S EXASPERATION THAT THE 
KILLINGS CONTINUE AFTER ALMOST SEVEN WEEKS . HE SAID 
THEY HAVE STUDIED ALL SORTS OF OPERATIONS, BUT THE ONLY 
THING THEY BELIEVE MAY BE ABLE TO WORK WOULD BE A TYPE 
OF COMMANDO OPERATION TO SAVE THE LIVES OF THOSE WHO ARE 
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SUBJECT: RWANDA CRISIS AS OF 5/16: ICRC SAYS KILLINGS GO 
ENDANGERED BUT STILL SURVIVE. WE ASKED ABOUT EXPANDING 
SECURITY ZONES , AND HE SAID THERE IS NOT A SINGLE REAL 
SECURITY ZONE IN THE GOVERNMENT-HELD AREA. 

9 AUGSTBURGER MENTIONED WHAT HE DESCRIBED AS ONE OF 
THE FEW SUCCESSES, WHEN 350 ORPHANS WERE EVACUATED FROM 
GISENYI HIS PERSONAL VIEW, BASED ON REPORTS FROM THE 
AREA IS THAT IT MAY HAVE BEEN MADE POSSIBLE BY PRESSURE 
FROM' THE FRENCH CONSUL IN GOMA, ZAIRE. (NOTE . HE 
CLEARLY WANTED US TO INFER THAT THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
HAS THE ABILITY TO INFLUENCE, TO SOME EXTENT , EVENTS IN 
AREAS HELD BY THE INTERIM GOVERNMENT. END NOTE.) 

10 AUGSTBURGER ALSO PROMISED TO PROVIDE US A 
CLOSE-HOLD LIST OF THE ENCLAVES OF ENDANGERED RWANDANS , 
AS KNOWN TO ICRC. WE WILL TRANSMIT THE LIST TO 
DEPARTMENT UPON RECEIPT.

BURUND 1^ CLARKSAID HE WAS CONCERNED THAT AN RPF MOVE 
TOTHE WEST COULD RESULT IN MOVEMENT OUT OF RWANDA OF 
P OLIT I CAL LEADERS AND OTHERS "WITH BLOOD ON THEIR HANDS" 
WHO MAY NOT RECEIVE THE SAME HUMANITARIAN RESPONSE. 

17 REGARDING THE REFUGEES IN TANZANIA , CLARK SAID THAT 
MANY OF THOSE WHO SAW MEDIA REPORTS OF BODIES FLOATING 
DOWN THE KAGERA RIVER HAD THEREFORE ASSUMED THAT 
RwZdANS WHO CROSSED INTO TANZANIA WERE FLEEING THE SAME 

CLARK SAID THE BODIES PRIMARILY WERE THOSE OF 
TUTSIS WHILE THOSE WHO CROSSED INTO TANZANIA WERE HUTUS 
FLEEING THE RPF BASED ON RUMORS . CLARK EXPRESSED A 
SESSl OF OPTIMISM IN THIS CRISIS BY SAYING THIS GROUP 
WaTmORE LIKELY THAN OTHERS TO RETURN HOME FAIRLY SOON . 
HE SAI D SMALL NUMBERS ALREADY HAD RETURNED TO TEST THE 
WATERS IN THEIR HOME VILLAGES. (NOTE. SEE LATEST

18 CLARK SPOKE VERY POSITIVELY ABOUT THE INSTINCTS AND 
UNDERSTANDINGS OF THE NEW U/SYG FOR HUMANITARIAN 
A^FMRS^ETER HANSEN . WHILE HANSEN HAD ASKED CLARK TO 
DO A^ PAPER ON FIELD LEVEL COORDINATION IN PREPARATION 
POR THE^SUMMER ECOSOC SESSION, CLARK PREFERRED TO ACT IN 
THE CURREnTcASE AND DO THE PAPER BASED ON THE RESULTS. 
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CLARK DESCRIBED SEVERAL NEW ACTIVITIES BY DHA IN THE UNCLASSIFIED 
RWANDA CRISIS: USE OF A SITUATION ROOM; CLEAR 
DESIGNATION OF GENEVA AS THE FOCAL POINT (WHICH IS VERY 
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IMPORTANT FOR FIELD COORDINATORS TRYING TO GET THROUGH 
TO THE RIGHT PERSON BY SATELLITE TELEPHONE) ; DRAWDOWN OF 
THE CERF FOR DHA COORDINATION PURPOSES ; COORDINATION 
MEETINGS IN NAIROBI CO-CHAIRED WITH THE OTHER KEY 
PLAYER ICRC; THE FIRST-EVER "FLASH" INTER- AGENCY 
FUNDING APPEAL TO PROVIDE A QUICK LOOK AT GAPS IN 
FUNDING FOR THE INITIAL PERIOD OF THE CRISIS; SECONDMENT 
OF STAFF FROM NGO'S FOR COORDINATION; AND A DIRECT LINE 
OF COMMUNICATION FROM THE FIELD TO THE U/SYG, WHEN 
NEEDED CLARKE SAID DHA WAS A SMALL PIECE OF THE 
OVERALL RWANDA EFFORT, BUT AN IMPORTANT ONE WHICH 
REPRESENTS THE GLUE THAT HOLDS THE INTER-AGENCY EFFORT 
TOGETHER AND MINIMIZES THE RIVALRIES - 

19 CLARKE REPORTED THAT, BASED ON SNAPSHOTS OF

20 UNHCR'S ERIC MORRIS TOLD US 5/16 THAT RWANDANS ARE 
NOW CROSSING INTO TANZANIA AT THE RATE OF 3 - 4,000 PER 
DAY THESE ARE DIFFERENT FROM THE EARLIER GROUP THAT 
CROSSED THE BRIDGE; MANY OF THEM HAVE BULLET WOUNDS AND 
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FEW BELONGINGS. THE RWANDANS ARE NOW CROSSING OVER INTO 
TANZANIA AT 9 - 10 DIFFERENT POINTS; SOME 1,500 CROSSED 
INTO KARGWE ON 5/15 IN THE EVENING. 

21 UNHCR AND NGO'S HAVE HEARD REPORTS THAT THERE IS A 
BUILD-UP OF 20 - 30,000 RWANDANS AT ONE OF THE CROSSING 
POINTS AND THEY WONDER IF OTHERS ALSO ARE MOVING TO 
AVOID THE RPF. MORRIS SPECIFICALLY REQUESTED USG 
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ASSISTANCE IF AVAILABLE, OF SATELLITE PHOTO COVERAGE OF 

POPULATION MOVEMENTS IN RWANDA AND NORTHWESTERN UNCLASSIFIED 
TANZANIA. PLEASE ADVISE. SPIEGEL 
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
